Phys Ed Funds 
In 57 Estimates

_ Provision of funds for new physical 
education facilities on the campus 
was made in the 1957 budget estim- 
ates tabled in the legislature Fri- 
day by Hon. E. W. Hinman, pro- 
Vincial treasurer. 
According to estimates of the 
public works department $2,170,740 
will be provided for construction 
purposes on the Edmonton campus. 
This will be used for completion of 
e Administration building, the 
Biological Science wing of the Agri- 
tural building, and the starting 
of new physical education facilities. 
e exact amounts for each purpose 
were not available. 
In response to the government’s 
Proposed plan to enlarge the Calgary 
branch of the university $1,792,500 
has been alloted by the public works 
department for construction of a 
new Education building in Calgary. 
_ The budget also showed an estim- 
ated expenditure of $2,225,000 as an 
Operational grant to the University 
of Alberta. This amounts to about 
per student.

6,500 Tour University 
As Records Shattered

The University of Alberta 
played host to approxi- 
mately 6,500 visitors from 
points as far north as High 
Prairie and south to Taber, as 
capacity crowds took in the 
features of the sixth Annual 


Varsity Guest Weekend. 
Parents, friends and prospec- 
tive students from distant points 


throughout Alberta, as well as 

interested Edmontonians viewed 

the weekend festivities. Ap- 
proximately 40 busloads brought 
students from High Prairie, 

Brooks, Stettler, Oltario, Taber 

and Calmar, in response to in- 

vitations sent on behalf of the 

Weekend committee. 

Invitations were sent as far north 
as Fort Resolution, NWT. A record 
of 85 students made the trip up from 
Leduc. There were also several 


visitors from the neighboring pro- 
vinces of Manitoba and BC. 

More than 4,200 visitors register- 
ed at the information booths set 
up in the eight major buildings on 
Saturday. However, most of the 
booths stopped registering at about 
1 p.m. when the VGW booklets ran 
out, because of the enormity of the 
crowd. The registration figure is 
also swelled by the visitors taking in 
the four showings of Varsity Varie-

|Comes Up 


With Scheme 


Hon. E. W. Hinman, provincial 
treasurer outlined a scheme for a 
“university of a new order” at the 
annual Parliamentary dinner held 
Thursday night in Athabasca hall. 
Present at the dinner were members 
of the Alberta legislature and their 
student hosts representing various 
campus organizations. 

During his address Mr. Hin- 
man referred to the relationship 
between economics and the uni- 
versity. He spoke of high school 
graduates as the raw materials 
the university: is required to 
train. As products of the uni- 
versity, the students have know- 
ledge in various fields and are 
ready to be placed on the market 
for jobs and positions. 


Mr. Hinman introduced his con- 
ception of a university which would 
answer the demands of industry. 
Under this system the industry 
would place an order for a product 
of the university and pay the uni- 
versity upon receipt of the product. 
This reimbursement would be in 
proportion to the expenditure made 
by the university when training the 
product. 


Such a scheme would involve dif- 
ferent classes of universities for the 
rich, middle class and _ poorer 
citizens. Mr. Hinman suggested that 
accelerated, standard and slow rates 
of study be incorporated in the 
“new order of a university”. Canned 
lectures and brush-up courses were 
also mentioned. 


In proposing the toasts to the uni- 
versity Mr. Hinman expressed the 
hope that the University of Alberta 
would be a leader in the “new order 
of a university”. 

Dean W. H. Johns, vice-president 
of the university replying to the 
toast to the university referred to the 
lack of parking facilities on the 
campus. He also suggested that it 
would be rather pleasant if the uni- 
versity had a checking account with 
the provincial government which in- 
cluded over-draft privileges.
